Univance  expansion  plans  gain  approval

A  proposed  expansion  of  Uni¬ 
vance  Inc.  could  create  20  to  30 
new  jobs  in  Clark  County. 

The  Winchester-Clark  County 
Planning  Commission  approved  an 


amended  development  plan  for  a 
60,600  square  foot  addition  to  the 
production  facility  at  3400  Corpo¬ 
rate  Drive. 

The  current  manufacturing  and 
warehouse  building  is  70,000 
square  feet. 

Director  of  Planning  and  Devel¬ 


opment  Rhonda  Cromer  said  the 
development  is  in  agreement  with 
the  Comprehensive  Plan. 

Commissioners  also  approved  a 
transfer  of  development  rights 
from  1700  Stoner-Ephesus  Road  to 
150  Railroad  Lane. 

Because  Railroad  Lane  is  a  pri¬ 


vate  road,  it  would  not  be  eiligible 
for  subdivision  without  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  the  development  right. 

The  transfer  is  part  of  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  Eugene  H.  Stokely  es¬ 
tate  and  the  Roy  Alan  Smith 
estate. 

The  next  regular  planning  com¬ 


mission  meeting  will  be  March  6  at 
7  p.m.  at  the  Clark  County  Court¬ 
house.

Districts 
fail  to  pass 
muster 
with  judge 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  —  The  Kentucky 
secretary  of  state  was  ordered  Tues¬ 
day  not  to  implement  newly  redrawn 
legislative  districts  because  a  judge 
found  that  they  don’t  meet  constitu¬ 
tional  muster. 

Franklin  County  Circuit  Judge 
Phillip  Shepherd  filed  the  order  Tues¬ 
day  afternoon  in  a  lawsuit  challenging 
the  constitutionality  of  Kentucky’s 
new  districts. 

“The  current  districts  are  out  of  bal¬ 
ance  and  must  be  redrawn  to  comply 
with  the  ‘one  person,  one  vote’  man¬ 
date  of  federal  and  state  law,”  Shep¬ 
herd  wrote  in  a  16-page  order. 

Shepherd’s  ruling  restores  district 
boundaries  that  had  been  in  place 
throughout  the  last  decade,  and  ex¬ 
tends  the  deadline  to  Friday  for  leg¬ 
islative  candidates  to  file  to  run  in 
this  year’s  elections.  The  ruling  means 
some  candidates  may  have  to  with¬ 
draw  in  the  newly  redrawn  districts 
and  file  for  election  in  the  old  dis¬ 
tricts. 

Meanwhile,  attorneys  were  consid¬ 
ering  a  quick  appeal  to  the  Kentucky 
Supreme  Court. 

“I  favor  an  appeal,”  House  Speaker 
Greg  Stumbo  said.  “It’s  obviously  an 
issue  that  needs  to  be  addressed  by 
the  Supreme  Court.” 

Redistricting  has  mired  the  legisla¬ 
ture’s  session,  leaving  major  issues  in 
the  lurch.  With  legislative  redistrict¬ 
ing  in  the  courts,  lawmakers  have 
been  unable  to  agree  on  new  lines 
around  the  state’s  six  congressional 
districts. 

Stumbo  said  he  expects  congres¬ 
sional  redistricting  may  also  move 
into  the  court  system,  because  the 
populations  within  the  state’s  six  dis¬ 
tricts  grew  far  out  of  balance  over  the 
past  decade. 

“The  federal  rules  are  so  strict  on 
‘one  man,  one  vote’  that  it  wouldn’t

Group  wants  DNA  test 
in  1992  Ky.'satanic' 
killing 

LOUISVILLE  (AP)  — 
When  Rhonda  Sue  Warford 
died  in  a  rural  field  near 
Brandenburg,  she  had  multi¬ 
ple  stab  wounds  to  her  chest, 
back  and  neck,  including  one 
that  destroyed  her  brain 
stem,  and  two  gray  hairs 
clenched  in  her  right  hand. 

Two  decades  later,  those 
hairs  are  at  the  center  of  a 
legal  battle  over  DNA  testing 
that  appellate  attorneys 
hope  will  upend  the  convic¬ 
tions  of  two  men  serving  life 
in  prison  for  Warford’s  mur¬ 
der. 

The  Innocence  Project,  a 
New  York-based  group  that 
works  with  inmates  to  obtain 
DNA  testing,  is  reinvestigat¬ 
ing  the  murder  of  Warford,  a 
19-year-old  from  Louisville 
who  died  in  1992  in  what 
prosecutors  called  a  satanic 
ritual  murder.  The  legal  fight 
has  made  its  way  to  the  Ken¬ 
tucky  Supreme  Court,  which 
is  weighing  whether  to  hear 
the  appeal  of  42-year-old 
Garr  Keith  Hardin  and  41- 
year-old  Jeffrey  Dewayne 
Clark  and  order  DNA  testing 
on  the  hairs. 


Their  case  is  a  challenge 
to  the  scope  of  Kentucky’s 
post-conviction  DNA  testing 
law,  which  applies  only  to 
death  row  inmates  and  is 
considered  by  defense  attor¬ 
neys  to  be  among  the  weak¬ 
est  in  the  country.  Kentucky 
legislators  are  also  consider¬ 
ing  a  bill  that  would  allow 
more  inmates  access  to  DNA 
testing  of  evidence. 

The  utility  of  testing  the 
hairs  is  a  point  of  contention 
between  prosecutors,  who 
say  the  tests  won’t  help 
Hardin  and  Clark,  and  the 
Innocence  Project,  which 
says  tests  matching  someone 
else  will  clear  their  clients. 

In  briefs  filed  with  the 
Kentucky  Supreme  Court,  In¬ 
nocence  Project  attorney 
Jason  Kreag  said  test  results 
on  the  hairs  could  match  an 
alternate  suspect  and  defini¬ 
tively  point  to  someone  other 
than  Hardin  and  Clark  as  the 
killer. 

Senate  approves  Amish 
buggy  provision 

FRANKFORT  (AP)  — 
Amish  men  from  across  Ken¬ 
tucky  arrived  at  the  Capitol 
on  Tuesday  to  watch  the  Sen¬ 
ate  approve  a  bill  that  would 
allow  them  to  use  reflective 


tape  on  their  horse-drawn 
buggies  rather  than  bright 
orange  triangular  signs  that 
some  object  to  on  religious 
grounds. 

The  measure  passed  38-0 
for  the  measure  that  now 
goes  to  the  House  for  consid¬ 
eration. 

Republican  Sen.  Ken  Win¬ 
ters  of  Murray  sponsored  the 
bill  that  allows  the  drab 
Amish  buggies  to  be  outlined 
with  gray  or  silver  reflective 
tape  that  makes  them  shine 
brilliantly  in  the  dark  when 
they  reflect  car  lights.  Win¬ 
ters  said  tests  have  proven 
that  the  reflective  tape 
makes  the  buggies  visible  up 
to  1,000  feet  away.

CAMBRIDGE,  Mass.  (AP) 
—  Move  over,  coffee  and  Red 
Bull.  A  Harvard  professor 
thinks  the  next  big  thing  will 
be  people  inhaling  their  caf¬ 
feine  from  a  lipstick-sized 
tube.  Critics  say  the  novel 
product  is  not  v^thout  its 
risks. 

The  product,  called 
AeroShot,  went  on  the  market 
late  last  month  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  New  York,  and  is 
also  available  in  France.  A 
single  unit  costs  $2.99  at  con¬ 
venience,  mom-and-pop, 
liquor  and  online  stores. 

Biomedical  engineering 
professor  David  Edwards  said 
AeroShot  is  safe  and  does  not 
contain  common  additives, 
like  taurine,  used  to  amplify 
the  caffeine  effect  in  common 
energy  drinks.  Each  grey-and- 
yellow  plastic  canister  con¬ 
tains  100  milligrams  of 
caffeine  powder,  about  the 
amount  in  a  large  cup  of  cof¬ 
fee,  plus  B  vitamins. 

But  Democratic  U.S.  Sen. 
Charles  Schumer  of  New  York 
wants  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  to  review 
AeroShot,  saying  he  fears  it 
v^ll  be  used  as  a  club  drug  so 
that  young  people  can  drink 
until  they  drop.  Schumer’s 
national  press  secretary  did 
not  immediately  respond  to 
calls  for  comment. 

FDA  spokeswoman  Siobhan 
DeLancey  declined  to  com¬ 
ment,  saying  the  agency  will 
respond  directly  to  Schumer 
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Summers,  McCrary  &  Sparks, 
issued  an  unqualified  opinion 
as  he  presented  the  76-page 
document  during  the  com¬ 
mission’s  regular  meeting 
Tuesday. 

“We  did  not  find  any  in¬ 
stances  of  misappropriation 
of  the  city  assets,”  Sparks 
said. 

According  to  the  report, 
the  city’s  current  and  other 
assets  significantly  decreased 
by  about  $925,000. 

“Most  of  this  decrease  was 
in  the  general  fund  where 
cash  decreased  $875,000  be¬ 
cause  expenses  exceeded 
revenues.  This  means  that  we 
used  cash  reserves  to  fund 
operations,”  the  report 
states. 

Capital  equipment  cash 
decreased  by  about  $195,000, 
also  because  expenses  ex¬ 
ceeded  revenue,  the  report 
states.  Accounts  receivable 
decreased  about  $75,000, 
which  was  partly  because  of 
an  increase  for  an  allowance 
“on  doubtful  EMS  accounts,” 
the  report  states. 

Capital  assets  decreased 
about  $480,000.  Non-major 
governmental  fund  cash  in¬ 
creased  about  $70,000. 

Sparks  noted  in  his  presen- 


on  the  matter. 

Edwards  said  Schumer’s

“So 
anything  new,  there’s  always 
some  knee-jerk  reaction  that 
makes  us  believe  ‘Well,  maybe 
it’s  not  safe.’” 

Once  a  user  shoots  a  puff  of 
calorie-free  AeroShot  into  his 
or  her  mouth,  the  lemon-lime 
powder  begins  dissolving  al¬ 
most  instantly.  Each  single¬ 
use  container  has  up  to  sk 
puffs. 

“The  act  of  putting  it  in 
your  mouth  is  the  act  of 
breathing  —  so  it’s  sort  of 
surprising  and  often  people 
the  first  time  they  take  the 
AeroShot,  they  laugh ...  that 
it’s  kind  of  a  funny  way  of  put¬ 
ting  food  in  your  mouth,”  said 
Edwards,  who  also  came  up 
with  a  breathable  chocolate 
product  a  few  years  back. 

Dr.  Lisa  Ganjhu,  a  gastroen¬ 
terologist  and  internal  medi¬ 


tation  the  increase  in  total  li¬

“Management  is  con¬ 
cerned  that  expenses  will 
continue  to  use  up  cash  re¬ 
serves  to  fund  future  costs. 

All  other  funds  are  restricted 
as  to  use,  so  they  cannot  fund 
anticipated  general  fund 
deficits.  These  issues  need  to 
be  addressed  before  govern¬ 
mental  services  are  affected.” 

After  Sparks’  presentation. 
Mayor  Ed  Burtner  said  the 
commission  has  always  been 
proud  of  being  transparent  in 
its  financial  transactions, 
and  the  clean  audit  report 
was  good. 

“We  work  extremely  hard 
to  be  transparent,  this  is  the

Even  the  product  packag¬ 
ing  warns  people  not  to  con¬ 
sume  more  than  three 
AeroShots  per  day. 

Northeastern  University 
students  who  sampled  the 
product  recently  gave  it 
mixed  reviews. 

“This  tastes  really  good  and 
I  think  it  rocks,”  student  Zack 
Huang  said  after  puffing  onto 
a  free  sample  before  rushing 
to  join  a  group  of  friends  who 
were  walking  away  from  cam¬ 
pus. 

Still,  one  student  was  not 
happy  v^th  the  taste,  echoing 
sentiment  expressed  online 
by  some  consumers. 

People  elsewhere  vowed 
they  would  never  give  up 
their  morning  coffee. 

“I  want  to  brew  it,  I  want  to 
stir  it  and  I  want  to  drink  it 
slowly  as  I  absorb  the  caf¬ 
feine,”  said  longtime  coffee 
fan  Mark  Alexander.

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surprise  me  if  there  were  to 
some  challenge,”  Stumbo 
said. 

Stumbo  had  worked  with 
the  state’s  congressional  del¬ 
egation  on  a  proposed  map, 
but  Senate  Republicans 
didn’t  accept  the  plan.  The 
congressional  filing  deadline 
passed  on  Thesday  afternoon, 
leaving  congressional  candi¬ 
dates  to  run  in  districts  that 
have  been  in  place  for  the 
past  decade. 

For  more  than  a  month, 
Kentucky  lawmakers  have  fo¬ 
cused  almost  entirely  on  the 
contentious  debate  over  re¬ 
drawing  legislative  and  con¬ 
gressional  district 
boundaries. 

House  Republicans  were 
unhappy  with  the  outcome  of 
the  legislative  redistricting 
battle  and  filed  a  lawsuit  in 
Januaiy  challenging  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  newly  dravm 
boundaries,  claiming  they 
favor  Democrats.  A  Senate 
Democrat  displaced  in  the 
redistricting  process  joined 
the  lawsuit,  which  contends 
that  the  new  legislative  dis¬ 
tricts  could  have  been  better 
balanced  by  population  and 
that  they  could  have  been 
dravm  in  a  way  would  have 


required  fewer  splits  in  coun¬ 
ties  and  precincts. 

In  the  ruling.  Shepherd 
said  he  saw  no  need  for  the 
Republican-dominated  Sen¬ 
ate  to  move  the  district  of 
Democratic  Sen.  Kathy  Stein 
of  Lexington  into  northeast¬ 
ern  Kentucky  in  a  way  that 
prevented  her  from  seeking 
re-election  in  Lexington  this 
year.  He  said  the  action  “is 
neither  ‘an  absolute  neces¬ 
sity’  nor  ‘unavoidable.’” 

“It  appears  to  be  an  arbi- 
traiy  decision  without  a  ra¬ 
tional  basis,”  Shepherd  wrote. 

Shepherd  had  issued  a 
temporary  restraining  order 
last  week  that  pushed  the 
legislative  filing  deadline 
from  Jan.  31  to  the  close  of 
business  on  Thesday.  In  the 
latest  ruling,  the  judge 
granted  a  temporary  injunc¬ 
tion  requested  by  House  Re¬ 
publicans  and  Stein  to  stop 
the  secretary  of  state  from 
planning  elections  around 
the  new  legislative  districts. 

Redistricting  occurs  every 
10  years  to  account  for  popu¬ 
lation  changes  reported  in 
the  U.S.  Census.  The  latest 
count  found  that  the  state’s 
overall  population  grew  from 
4  million  to  4.3  million  from 
2000  to  2010,  forcing  new  leg¬ 
islative  and  congressional 
district  boundaries  to  be 
dravm.

Getting  a  second  chance 

Young  singer  overcomes  cancer,  regains  voice

CRITTENDEN  (AP)  — Fe¬ 
licity  Spicer  gets  her  love  of 
music  from  her  mother,  but 
her  talent  is  divinely  in¬ 
spired. 

Spicer’s  mother,  Chrissy 
Williams,  always  wanted  to 
be  a  singer,  but  did  not  have 
the  gift. 

“I  used  to  go  to  a  nursing 
home  with  a  church  group 
and  try  to  sing,”  Williams 
said.  “I  knew  I  couldn’t  sing, 
but  they  couldn’t  hear  very 
well,  so  it  worked  out  al¬ 
right.” 

Spicer,  now  a  20-year-old 
sought  after  gospel  and 
country  music  performer  in 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee, 
began  performing  locally  as 
a  child.  She  dreamed  of  be¬ 
coming  a  recording  star  and 
appeared  to  be  well  on  her 
way  when  a  trip  to  the  doctor 
in  2010  put  her  career  aspi¬ 
rations  on  hold  and  changed 
her  life  forever. 

The  thyroid  cancer  diagno¬ 
sis  was  devastating  news  for 
Spicer,  who  had  decided  as  a 
9-year-old  to  take  her  music 
to  a  broader  audience. 

One  of  Spicer’s  earliest 
memories  is  of  her  mother 
trying  to  learn  the  song, 
“Don’t  Judge  Your  Neighbor,” 
by  the  gospel  group  The 
McKameys. 

“She  kept  playing  it  in  the 
house  so  that  she  could  learn 
it  and  when  I  was  3  years  old 
I  looked  at  her  and  said, 
‘mommy,  I  can  sing  that,’  “ 
Spicer  said.  “She  rewound  it 
and  said  ‘sing  it  baby  girl’ 
and  I  sang  the  whole  thing.” 

Williams  called  her  pastor 
and  the  next  Sunday  and 
Spicer  sang  the  song  in 
church.  The  pastor  was  so 
impressed  that  he  called  a 
pastor  at  a  neighboring 
church  and  the  next  week 
Spicer  sang  there. 


“They  took  up  a  love  offer¬ 
ing  and  bought  me  a  baby 
doll,”  Spicer  said.  “I  knew 
right  then  that  this  was  what 
I  wanted  to  do  with  my  life. 

“I  really  felt  called  by  God 
to  do  more  than  just  sing  in 
church,”  Spicer  said.  “My 
mom  and  I  started  traveling 
and  going  into  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes.” 

Williams  recalls  a  trip  to 
the  Chicken  Festival  in  Lon¬ 
don,  Ky.,  where  they  noticed 
a  small  submarine-shaped 
booth  that  offered  five 
recordings  for  $25.  Felicity 
went  into  the  booth  and  as 
she  started  singing  and  the 
booth  operator  turned  on  the 
loudspeaker,  a  crowd  formed 
around  the  makeshift  studio. 

“People  were  asking  who 
she  was  and  if  they  could  buy 
her  CD,”  Williams  said. 
“When  she  came  out  and 
they  saw  this  little  girl  with 
the  big  voice,  they  couldn’t 
believe  it.” 

Spicer,  who  lives  in  Crit¬ 
tenden,  graduated  from 
Grant  County  High  School 
and  was  attending  Northern 
Kentucky  University  at  the 
time  of  the  fateful  trip  to  the 
doctor. 

In  March  of  2010,  she  was 
diagnosed  with  two  types  of 
thyroid  cancer  and  was  told 
her  chances  for  survival  were 
slim.  Even  if  she  recovered, 
her  singing  career  was  al¬ 
most  certainly  over. 

Her  father,  Phil  Williams, 
said  after  the  diagnosis.  Fe¬ 
licity  was  more  concerned 
about  how  the  news  would 
affect  her  friends  and  family 
than  herself. 

“I  couldn’t  believe  that 
even  then,  her  concern  for 
herself  was  secondary,”  he 
said.  “She  has  always  put 
everybody  else  first.” 

Spicer  underwent  two  sur¬ 
geries  and  radiation  treat¬ 
ment  and  her  thyroid  was 
removed.  At  one  point  her

condition  was  so  grave  doc¬ 
tors  told  her  family  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  worst. 

“I  know  there  is  a  God,  be¬ 
cause  at  that  moment,  my 
heart’s  instinct  was  to  cry 
out  to  God  and  as  soon  as  I 
did,  I  was  at  peace,”  Spicer 
said.  “I  thought  when  I  woke 
up,  I  would  wake  up  in  glory. 


but  I  woke  up  to  my  mother’s 
voice  instead.  I  knew  then  I 
would  beat  this.” 

Spicer  has  recovered  and 
was  recently  diagnosed  as 
cancer  free,  but  her  voice 
took  a  little  longer  to  bounce 
back.  Afraid  that  it  might 
never  return,  she  learned 
how  to  play  the  organ  as  a 


way  to  spread  the  word  of 
God  through  music. 

“For  about  a  month,  I 
would  try  to  sing  and  nothing 
would  come  out,”  Spicer 
said.  “Then  it  started  to  work 
again.  At  first  it  was  just  a 
squeak,  but  it  got  stronger 
and  stronger  and  eventually 
it  came  back.”

Emerald  ash  borers  continue  to  spread 


The  emerald  ash  borer, 
which  is  native  to  Asia,  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  acciden¬ 
tally  introduced  into  the 
Detroit  area  about  10  years 
ago. 

Dr.  Jeff  Stringer, 
hardwood  silvicul- 
turalist  with  the 
University  of  Ken¬ 
tucky  College  of 
Agriculture,  is  one 
of  those  who  has 
been  studying  this 
pest.  Most  people 
are  now  aware  of 
the  danger  to  ash 
trees  from  the 
emerald  ash  borer 
throughout  North  America. 

According  to  a  sobering 
USDA  Forest  Service  publi¬ 
cation,  “Emerald  ash  borer 
is  the  most  destructive  for¬ 
est  insect  introduced  into 
North  America  in  recent  his¬ 
tory.  Our  present  ability  to 
detect,  contain,  eradicate,  or 
manage  EAB  infestations  is 
limited. . .  .The  eventual  loss 
of  the  vast  majority  of  ash 


trees  in  North  America 
should  be  anticipated.”

Since  2009, 19 
Kentucky  coun¬ 
ties  have  found 
the  invasive  pest, 
and  more  can  ex¬ 
pect  it  to  pene¬ 
trate  their 
landscapes.  As  a 
result  of  this  in¬ 
vasion,  a  quaran¬ 
tine  area 
surrounding 
these  counties 
was  set  up  to  limit  the 
spread  of  ash  logs,  lumber 
and  firewood  that  con¬ 
tributes  to  spreading  the 
emerald  ash  borer  to  other 
counties.  However,  the  re¬ 
sults  of  recent  trapping  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  University  of 
Kentucky’s  entomology  de¬ 
partment  indicate  the 
spread  of  EAB  outside  the 
current  quarantine  area. 


These  results  may  initiate 
a  change  in  the  quarantine 
area,  which  could  be  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  current  quar¬ 
antine  to  encompass 
counties  where  insects  have 
been  found  in  traps,  or  the 
development  of  a  statewide 
quarantine. 

The  Forest  Health  Task 
Force,  a  voluntary  consor¬ 
tium  of  state  and  federal 
agencies,  natural  resource 
groups,  forest  industries, 
and  woodland  owners  has 
met  and  provided  informa¬ 
tion  that  will  be  used  to 
reach  a  definitive  decision 
regarding  how  an  expansion 
of  the  quarantine  will  be 
handled. 

New  occurrences  are  not 
extensive,  and  generally  are 
around  the  areas  where  EAB 
has  been  found  before,  in 
counties  adjacent  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  quarantine  zone.  How¬ 
ever,  the  implications  are 
costly,  particularly  for  town 
and  city  governments  be¬ 
cause  EAB  causes  street  and 


shade  trees  to  die. 

Spread  of  EAB  is  also  an 
issue  for  the  wood  industry. 
Currently,  a  permit  is  re¬ 
quired  to  move  wood  outside 
the  quarantine  area,  and 
since  many  transactions  in¬ 
volve  moving  wood  from  one 
county  to  another,  this  is  a 
burden  on  the  industry. 

There  is  no  evidence  from 
other  states  that  spread  of 
EAB  has  been  slowed  by  any 
means.  Nothing  has  been 
found  effective.  In  short, 
EAB  will  continue  to  spread 
and  be  effective  in  causing 
mortality  of  ash  trees. 

Additionally,  federal  sup¬ 
port  for  trapping  is  in  jeop¬ 
ardy,  and  the  number  of 
traps  (currently  5,000  to 
6,000)  may  be  reduced  to 
1,000  to  2,000.  This  reduc¬ 
tion  would  restrict  re¬ 
searchers’  ability  to  know 
where  EAB  is  occurring.

Latest  illnesses  point  to  raw  milk’s  popularity

Pennsylvania  health  officials  say  the  number  of  people  stricken 
with  illness  after  consuming  raw  milk  from  the  same  dairy  has 
risen  to  35  in  four  states.  Health  officials  said  Thursday  con¬ 
sumers  should  discard  raw  milk  bought  from  the  Family  Cow 
farm.  The  farm  has  voluntarily  suspended  raw  milk  production. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  An 
outbreak  of  bacterial  infec¬ 
tions  on  the  East  Coast  illus¬ 
trates  the  popularity  of  raw, 
unpasteurized  milk  despite 
strong  warnings  from  public 
health  officials  about  the  po¬ 
tential  danger. 

Even  presidential  candi¬ 
date  Ron  Paul  has  joined  the 
cause  of  consumers  looking  to 
buy  unprocessed  “real  foods” 
straight  from  the  farm,  saying 
government  shouldn’t  deny 
them  that  choice. 

An  outbreak  of  Campy¬ 
lobacter  illness  is  a  reminder 
of  the  potential  hazards,  how¬ 
ever.  Raw  milk  from  a  dairy  in 
Pennsylvania  is  now  linked  to 
38  cases  in  four  states,  and 
the  farm  has  temporarily  sus¬ 
pended  sales.  Campylobacter 
can  cause  diarrhea,  cramp¬ 


ing,  abdominal  pain,  and 
fever  and  can  be  life-threat¬ 
ening  if  it  spreads  to  the 
bloodstream. 

Consumers  who  want  un¬ 
pasteurized  milk  have  to  work 


to  find  it.  It’s  against  federal 
law  to  transport  it  across 
state  lines,  and  most  states 
don’t  allow  it  to  be  sold  in 
stores  off  the  farm.  Twenty 
states  prohibit  raw  milk  sales 


altogether. 

The  government  says  the 
milk  is  unsafe  because  of  the 
pathogens  cows  may  en¬ 
counter  on  the  farm.  A  wide 
variety  of  pathogens  besides 
Campylobacter,  can  be  found 
in  raw  milk  —  including  sal¬ 
monella,  listeria,  E.  coli  and 
others  —  and  those  sickened 
could  suffer  from  stroke,  kid¬ 
ney  failure,  paralysis  or 
death,  according  to  the  Cen¬ 
ters  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention.  The  agency 
points  out  that  raw  milk 
killed  many  people  —  espe¬ 
cially  young  children  —  be¬ 
fore  the  onset  of 
pasteurization,  which  kills 
disease-causing  germs  by 
heating  milk  to  high  tempera¬ 
tures  for  a  specific  period  of 
time.

Santomm 
tops  GOP 
caucuses  in 
Minnesota, 
Colorado 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  resurgent  Rick 
Santomm  won  Minnesota’s  Republican 
presidential  caucuses  with  ease  Tuesday 
night  and  was  declared  the  victor  in  Col¬ 
orado  as  well,  a  stunning  sweep  that  raised 
fresh  questions  about  front-mnner  Mitt 
Romney’s  appeal  among  the  ardent  conser¬ 
vatives  at  the  core  of  the  party’s  political 
base. 

Santomm  triumphed,  as  well,  in  a  non¬ 
binding  Missouri  primary  that  was  worth 
bragging  rights  but  no  delegates. 

“Conservatism  is  alive  and  well  in  Mis¬ 
souri  and  Minnesota,”  the  jubilant  former 
Pennsylvania  senator  told  cheering  support¬ 
ers  in  St.  Charles,  Mo.  Challenging  both  his 
GOP  rival  and  the  Democratic  president,  he 
declared  that  on  issues  ranging  from  health 
care  to  “Wall  Street  bailouts,  Mitt  Romney 
has  the  same  positions  as  Barack  Obama.” 

Returns  from  83  percent  of  Minnesota’s 
precincts  showed  Santomm  with  45  percent 
support,  Texas  Rep.  Ron  Paul  with  27  per¬ 
cent  and  Romney — who  won  the  state  in 
his  first  try  for  the  nomination  four  years 
ago — with  17  percent.  Former  House 
Speaker  Newt  Gingrich  trailed  with  11  per¬ 
cent. 

In  Colorado,  the  state  party  chairman, 
Ryan  Call,  said  Santomm  was  the  winner  in 
a  long,  slow  count. 

He  spoke  as  returns  from  79  percent  of 
the  precincts  showed  the  former  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  senator  with  38  percent  support  to  35 
percent  for  Romney.  Gingrich  led  Paul  for 
third  place,  although  both  men  had  13  per¬ 
cent  of  the  vote. 

Romney  showed  no  sign  of  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  remarks  to  supporters. 

“This  was  a  good  night  for  Rick  Santomm. 
I  want  to  congratulate  Sen.  Santomm,  but  I 
expect  to  become  the  nominee  with  your 
help,”  he  told  supporters  in  Denver. 

If  the  night  was  good  for  Santomm,  it  was 
grim  for  Gingrich,  who  made  scant  effort  in 
any  of  the  states  that  voted  during  the  day.

LEXINGTON  —  If  you  ask  Doron 
Lamb,  the  secret  behind  top- 
ranked  Kentucky’s  success  during 
the  past  two  weeks  has  been  sim¬ 
ple,  not  complex. 

“We  are  just  sticking  to  our  game 
plan,”  Lamb  said  following  the 
Wildcats’  78-58  rout  of  Florida

Part  of  the  team’s  scheme 
against  the  Gators  was  making 
“them  drive  to  our  big  (men)  and 
let  them  block  their  shots  and  con¬ 
test  the  threes.” 

In  addition  to  the  defensive  per¬ 
formance  that  limited  the  guests  to 
just  six  shots  from  long  range  and 
34.9  percent  shooting,  Kentucky 
shot  a  blistering  52.7  percent  from 
the  floor,  including  a  60  percent 
clip  from  behind  the  arc. 

“We  played  great  offense  and 
made  a  lot  of  shots,”  Lamb  said. 


Lamb  was 
one  of  those 
players  who 
couldn’t  hardly 
miss  against 
Florida.  The 
sophomore 
guard  con¬ 
nected  on  six 
of  eight  shots 
from  the  field 
and  made  four 
of  the  team’s 
nine  shots 
from  long 
range.  Lamb 
misfired  on 

just  one  shot  from  the  behind  the 
arc  in  31  minutes  of  action.  Lamb 
led  four  Kentucky  players  —  all 
starters  —  in  double  figures  with 
18  points. 

Lamb  matched  his  previous  out¬ 
ing  at  South  Carolina,  where  he

nected  on  three  shots  from  behind 
the  arc.  In  the  past  two  games. 
Lamb  has  made  12  of  15  shots  from 
the  field  and  has  missed  just  one  3- 
pointer  on  eight  attempts  from  long 
range. 

It’s  the  kind  of  performance  Ken¬ 
tucky  coach  John  Calipari  has  been 
yearning  for  from  Lamb,  who 
scored  single  digits  in  four  straight 
games  before  scoring  18  against 
the  Gamecocks  last  Saturday  in  Co¬ 
lumbia,  S.C. 

As  Kentucky  struggled  to  put  the 
Gators  away  in  the  first  half.  Lamb 
provided  a  big  boost  for  the  Cats 
when  he  made  back-to-back  threes 
before  the  break,  giving  the  hosts  a 
commanding  38-26  advantage  at 
the  half.  It  was  a  spark  the  team 
needed  going  into  the  final  half. 

“That  gave  us  some  breathing

flying  colors,  sending  a  sig¬ 
nal  to  the  rest  of  remain¬ 
ing  conference  foes  to  be 
on  the  lookout  for  a  Ken¬ 
tucky  team  that’s  clicking 
on  all  four  cylinders  and 
showing  no  signs  of  slow¬ 
ing  down  any  time  soon. 

Sure,  it’s  only  February, 
but  it  looks  like  this  team 
is  starting  to  peak,  even 
though  most  college 
coaches,  including  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  John  Calipari,  have 
traditionally  declared 
March  as  the  right  time  to 
reach  the  proverbial  sum¬ 
mit.  However,  Calipari’s 
third  Wildcat  team  may 
just  be  ahead  of  schedule 
and  that  can’t  be  good  for 
future  teams  who  await 
the  Cats  down  a  path  that 
could  ultimately  lead  to  a 
second  straight  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  Final  Four.

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Clark 

soccer 

shifts 

gears

The  search  is  on  for  a  new  boys  soccer 
coach  at  George  Rogers  Clark. 

Former  coach  Patrick  Fitzgerald  was 
dismissed  Monday  morning  following  a 
two-year  stint  as  the  team’s  coach. 
Fitzgerald  compiled  a  14-21-2  record  in 
two  seasons.  He  succeeded  long-time 
coach  Greg  Dyk,  who  guided  the  Cardinals 
to  the  state  finals  in  2007. 

“We  wanted  to  get  the  program  in  a  new 
direction  and  back  to  where  it  once  was 
—  contending  for  a  state  title,”  Clark 
principal  David  Bolen  said. 

Fitzgerald  said  he  was  “shocked”  by  the 
decision. 

“We  had  a  couple  of  disciplinary  issues 
last  year,  but  it  was  all  handled,”  he  said. 

“I  thought  we  were  going  to  talk  about  the 
(upcoming)  season  and  go  over  some 
paper  work.  1  didn’t  think  I  was  going  to 
be  fired  this  morning,  that’s  for  sure.  1 
played  for  four  years  at  GRC  and  it’s  obvi¬ 
ously  where  1  wanted  to  be.” 

Fitzgerald  isn’t  employed  by  the  school 
system  and  was  considered  a  para-profes- 
sional.  Clark  County  schools  superintend¬ 
ent  Elaine  Farris  said  Fitzgerald  had  a 
yearly  “working  agreement”  to  serve  as 
coach  of  the  boys  soccer  team  and  added 
that  Bolen  makes  the  decision  every  year 
on  whether  or  not  he  returns. 

“He  shouldn’t  have  been  shocked,”  Far¬ 
ris  said.  “There  were  a  lot  of  concerns 
about  how  the  program  was  going.  We 
wanted  to  let  him  know  early  on  to  be  fair 
to  the  kids  and  the  program.” 

Fitzgerald  said  he  met  with  Bolen  and 
Clark  County  athletics  director  Ryan 
Nolan  Monday  morning  at  the  hi^  school 
and  was  informed  of  the  decision  not  to 
renew  his  contract  next  season.  He  added 
that  he  was  given  the  choice  to  resign. 

“It  lasted  for  about  a  minute,”  he  said. 
“They  told  me  I  could  resign  and  then  I 
said,  ‘you’re  firing  me,  right?’  and  that  was 
it.” 

Bolen  said  he  hopes  to  get  a  coach 
“who  is  also  a  teacher.”

Gators  slowly  faded  away  when  Ken¬ 
tucky  recovered  after  missing  eight 
of  its  first  10  shots  and  falling  be¬ 
hind  6-0  during  the  first  five  min¬ 
utes.  The  Wildcats  forced  seven  lead 
changes  until  finally  gaining  control 
with  a  10-2  run  before  the  half. 
Florida  scored  the  first  four  points 
of  the  second  half,  but  the  Cats 
scored  the  next  11,  and  the  rout  was 
on,  one  that  propelled  Kentucky  to 
its  largest  margin  of  victory  over  a 
Top  10  team  since  a  99-65  blowout 
over  Indiana  on  Dec.  7, 1996. 

Although  Kentucky  shot  more 
than  50  percent  from  the  field  and 
missed  just  six  shots  on  15  attempts 
from  long  range,  even  more  impres¬ 
sive  was  the  team’s  performance  on 
defense.  The  players  are  buying  into 


the  defensive  scheme,  a  trait  that’s 
much-needed  to  make  a  serious 
championship  run.  Kentucky  held 
Florida,  a  noted  three-point  shoot¬ 
ing  machine,  to  35  percent  shooting 
and  blocked  six  shots,  including 
four  by  leading  swat  team  member 
Anthony  Davis. 

This  time  of  year,  teams  tend  to 
settle  into  a  lull,  but  the  top-ranked 
Wildcats  made  it  through  the 
proverbial  “January”  slump  that 
crippled  many  Kentucky  squads  in 
the  modern  era.  Some  of  those 
teams  got  back  up  and  enjoyed  a 
successful  finish,  while  others,  hung 
a  “wait  until  next  year”  sign  on  the 
door  and  turned  the  lights  out  on 
the  season. 

However,  this  season  is  indeed  far 
from  over  for  this  squad. 

Kentucky  is  good,  but  not  as  good 
as  it’s  going  to  be,  which  could  be  a 
scary  thought  for  future  opponents.

performance  to  end  the  opening  frame. 
“He  played  well.  Doron  made  shots.” 

Lamb  was  “surprised”  that  he  was 
“open  in  the  corner”  one  of  his  favorite 
spots  on  the  court. 

Even  when  he’s  not  on  his  game. 
Lamb  said  the  team  has  “enough” 
weapons  to  pick  up  the  slack,  a  luxury 
that  wasn’t  available  last  season.  He 
said  the  team’s  length  in  the  post  has 
been  the  biggest  difference  when  com¬ 
paring  the  two  teams. 

“We  have  weapons  on  offense  and  de¬ 
fense,”  he  said.  “We  have  a  lot  of  shot- 
blockers  on  the  team.” 

The  recent  emergence  of  Lamb  has 
been  an  added  plus  for  Kentucky, 
which  has  beaten  its  past  four  oppo¬ 
nents  by  20  points  or  more,  a  trend 
that  Lamb  hopes  continues  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  regular  season. 

“We  are  playing  with  a  lot  of  energy 
at  the  beginning  of  game,”  Lamb  said. 
“Everybody  is  just  playing  great  and 
everyone  is  doing  their  role.  We  had  to 
prove  that  we  were  the  best  team  in 
our  conference  and  we  did  that  today. 
We  beat  them  by  20  and  we  just  have  to 
keep  doing  what  we’ve  been  doing.” 

Following  his  team’s  loss  to  the  Wild¬ 
cats  that  snapped  his  team’s  seven- 
game  winning  streak  Florida  coach 
Billy  Donovan  offered  nothing  but 


praise  for  the  Wildcats,  who  pushed 
their  own  win  streak  to  16  games.  The 
Florida  coach  added  that  Calipari’s 
squad  was  a  “cut  above”  the  rest  of  the 
teams  in  the  league,  including  his  ovm 
squad.
